2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As pointed out by 
applicant in the remarks on pages 10-12 of the response filed 10 January 2005, Petrovic fails to 
teach or suggest controlling or shifting the phase of a specific frequency component signal of an 
image in accordance with watermark information and superposing the phase-controlled or phase- 
shifted specific frequency component on the image signal, as variously stipulated by claims 1, 
21, 28 and 36. Further, Petrovic also fails to teach or suggest controlling at least the phase of a 
specific frequency component extracted from an image in which watermark information is 
embedded and correlating the phase-controlled specific frequency component with the input 
image to extract the watermark information, as variously stipulated by claims 28, 32 and 39. 
Therefore, each of these claims is allowable over the prior art. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
